half hour session without a single roll 
call. 
The higher levies placed in the hill 
w’ere on all classes of fresh vegeta­ 
bles and fruits, nuts, seeds, flower 
bulbs and fish. 
Commodities grown 
in nearly every State in the 
Union, 
particularly in the South, Northwest 
and Pacific Coast, were marked up to 
encourage domestic producers against 
imports from Italy, Mexico, Argen­ 
tina and other foreign nations. 
A move by Senator Walsh, Demo­ 
crat, Massachusetts, to abandon the 
extra three-hour session tonight 
in 
the interest of tired and weary Sen­ 
ators failed as the 
day’s 
activities 
drew to a close. 
Senator Lafollette 
of Wisconsin, Republican independent 
leader, immediately objected and the 
Massachusetts Senator sat down with 
a smile directed

newspaper men in the press gallery.

The higher levies placed in the bill 
were on all classes of fresh vegeta­ 
bles and fruits, nuts, seeds, flower 
bulbs and fish. 
Commodities grown 
in nearly every State in the 
Union, 
particularly in the South, Northwest 
and Pacific Coast, were marked up to 
encourage domestic producers against 
imports from Italy, Mexico, Argen­ 
tina and other foreign nations. 
A move by Senator Walsh, Demo­ 
crat, Massachusetts, to abandon the 
extra three-hour session tonight 
in 
the interest of tired and weary Sen­ 
ators failed as the 
day’s 
activities 
drew to a close. 
Senator I^afollette 
of Wisconsin, Republican independent 
leader, immediately objected and the 
Massachusetts Senator sat down with
